' Died Aftir Willing Hoior Abriid. 

Denver, Colo., Aug. 26. — John 
Koutt, the IkHt territorial Governor 
and the first State Kxecutive of Col- 
orado. died here today. 

lie was appointed territorial Gov- 
ernor in 1^7.j by ('resident Grant, 
who reiiieniberrd him as an honest 
ijuartcriiiaster in the war. Me was 
elected first (tovernor of the State in 
IH7)> and again for the term 1H!*1 
Hr was a Kepublican and 
one of the larircst counties in the 
State is named for him. He was 
born in Kddyville, Ky., eighty-one 
years ago, and went to Illinois in 
childhood, where he was educated in 
the district schools. 

He was ."‘herifl of McLean county, 
111., and after serving as <'aptaiu of 
Company K. Ninety fourth Illinois 
volunteers diirinir the war from l^til 
to lsi;.'>, he went in business in 
Itloominglon, III., and became treas- 
urer of McLean county. He was 
I’nited States .Marshall fur the South- 
ern district of Illinois in l>'ti:t and 
later appointed Second Assistant 
Postmaster General of the I'uitcd 
Stales. 

He made a fortune mining in 
Lcadville during the boom. He 
deeded all his yroperty to his wife, 
who died several months ago. A 
• (Uarrel among the heirs resulted in 
the appointment of lunacy commis- 
sion and the ex-(iovcrnor was ad- 
judged insane on May it last.

It 
ought to have the solid support in 
Congress of all Kepresentatives of 
the Middle States from Pennsylvania 
westward to the Hooky Mountains." 

The entire country is not only 
discussing inland waterway improve- 
ment, but it is bearing strong testi- 
mony to the exceedingly great value 
of the improved tthio not alone to 
the six t)hio Kiver »tates, but to the 
trade and commerce of the entire 
countrv.
